UHF-TV Station 
Granted for Area 


TRAVERSE CITY — A con- 
struction permit for a million 
watt UHF television station has 
just been granted to Northern 
Michigan Entertainment, Inc., of 
Traverse City. 

According to Thomas Hiple, 
president of the concern, this 
will provide the northern Michi- 
gan area with a strong 3rd sta- 
tion, and thus, fili in program- 
ming and coverage now lacking. 

The million watt station will 
broadcast from a 1300 foot tow- 
er located on a high terrain ridge 
near Kalkaska. This combination 


of power and site will provide} 


a prime signal area covering 
over 16 counties, starting near 
Reed City at the south and ex- 
tending almost to the Soo. 

Kiple points out that the sta- 
tion will offer full color and 
local production facilities and 
will be dedicated to this area, 
as well as network entertain- 
ment, 

Call letters have yet to be 
assigned, but the station will 
broadcast on Ultra High Fre- 
quency Channel 29. It will be the 
first UHF station in the area and 
any viewer with a late model 
set featuring the UHF station 
selector dial should be able to 
receive the signal. 

No air date has been set, but 
construction is scheduled to start 
immediately.

“However,” Sperry adds, ‘‘we 
will readily accept any handi- 
capped person from anyplace 
nearby that can make it to the 
workshop.” 

The work-activity headquar- 
fers for the organization is in 
the city of Roscommon. 

The handicapped workers are 
paid for their work, he states. 
Since it is a non-profit organiza- 
tion, they cannot afford to pay 
the regular minimum wage. 

“Through the Federal and 
State Wage Deviation certificate, 
iwe can pay them less than the 
‘minimum wage, but they still 
‘receive payment for the work 
which they have done.” 

One major problem of the 
| organization is the lack of avail- 
able transportation for the West : 
Branch students, as well as for 
the other people working in the 
activity. 

“We need volunteer transpor- | 
tation help from the communi- 
ty,” he stressed. ‘“‘We can’t af- 
ford to pay mileage, but we can: 
pay gas money,” 

For most handicapped people, 
the work-activity organization

It comes as no real surprise, but the United 
States government has now confirmed the fact 
that more people now live in suburbs than in the 
cities of this country. 

The Federal Census Bureau has reported in 
preliminary findings that from 30 to 35 percent of 
the people of the United States now live in 
suburbs—slightly larger percentage than live in the 
cities. 

‘That leaves about the same percentage living in 
what the census bureau describes as small towns or 
rural areas. 

As we said, this comes as no surprise tu any 
person who has been neeping even a casual cys On 
the demographic shifts of our society. 

It has been fairly obvious that in proportion, 
the core cities have been losing relative population, 
as have the rural areas, with the big population 
gainers being the rings around the cities, or the 
suburbs. 

Although the preliminary census announcement 
is rather vague on what is a ‘“‘city” and what is a 

“suburb” and what is a ‘rural area” or a “small 
town,’’ the’ fact of shifting population is 
undeniabie. 

Farm areas in years past jost population 
proportionately to the cities; now the evolution of 
population change is moving once again, this time

Shift To The Suburbs 


As the population of the country shifts, so do 
the problems. The rural areas turned to big 
iederaiism to heip soive their probiems; tie cities 
are now doing the same. And willing politicians, 
who scurried to help the farms, are now scurrying 
to help the cities, with tax dollars the primary 
weapon of big federalism. 

In most legislative bodies, however—primarily 
.the congress-the rural areas have not lost 
influence in proportion to their dwindling 
population base. It will be interesting to see 
whether the cities are likewise able to cling to 
disproportionate influonce in legislative halls, both 
state and national. 


The suburbs, meanwhile, have the catbird seat 
available for the taking. They now have more 
people—for the first time in our country’s history, 
according to the census bureau. They now have 
large tax bases; and than¥s to the one-man 

“ one-vote court rulings on representation, they now 
have more members of legislative bodies—local, 
state and national. 

The biggest question -is whether suburbs can 
coalesce, in a political sense, to take advantage of 
their actual dominance of our national scene. 

But perhaps an even bigger question is one that 
can be only vaguely formulated at this time. Rural 
areas, once dominant in our national population, 
and then the city areas, more recently dominant,

Neither could cope with these problems without

to their problems. 
Can the suburbs do any better? For just as. 
surely as the shift of population dominance hits _ 


the suburbs, so will the shift of problems. “i 


This is because problems are created by people; : 
their wants, desires, needs, resources, demands, : 
fears, hopes, and other factors of both tangible 
and intangible nature all become elements of the 
grand patchwork of problems. 

With a small number of people, the magnitude | 
of the problems are relatively small: as the number 
of people increases, the size of the problems 
increases apace. 

Now the focus of people shifts to the suburbs; : 
shortly—or even right now, in many cases—the- 


- focus of problems shifts, too. 


The decades of the 1970s and even the 1980s- 
will supply the answer as to whether the suburbs,” 
and the people in them, are capable of solving the 
problems that come with population growth. 

Looking back at our history as a nation—at the ‘ 
evolutionary process that has shifted population — 
dominance from the farms to the cities and now to * 
the suburbs—would indicate that the suburbs, too, 
eventually will pursue the handout route from big 
federaiism. 

Only time, and the future, will tell.

The movie “Patton” was ok and the 5 
magnificent. But I’m worried about the 
laughing in the wrong places. 

It reminded me uncomfortably of those 1940 war movies 
which always contained the same cliches: 

John Wayae a Marine on typewriter duty in San Diego, 
working alongside 16 well-stacked broads..And he hated it. He 
wanted action. He wanted to kill Japs and Germans He bugged 
his commanding officer for a transfer ‘‘to the front”. But the 
officer refused, saying John was too valuable in the typing 
pool and couldn’t be spared and besides, didn’t he realize they 
also serve who only sit and heat aff women, John finally got 
to the front and won the war but it wasn’t easy. He had to 
knock a friendly platoon unconscious and take its place 
aboard a landing craft at Okinawa. And he had to make a 
wisecrack every Lime he socked a buddy, or bayaneted a Jap. 


People stamped their feet and whistled when Big John 
showed those dirty Japs what was what, by God. From the 
safety of a theatre in Michigan, war appeared to be a glorious 
endeavor indeed. 


It isn’t. Not at the front. It’s blood and misery and stink 
and weariness. It’s degrading and stupid and cold and hot and 
lonely and the total loss of your best friend. And any man 
who says he WANTS to fight, rather than help girls change 
typewriter ribbons, is automatically suspect. He’s never been 
shot at. Or he’s a phony. Or he’s a little bit nuts. 


General George Patton was part maniac. A pompous, 
posturing martinet who admitted he loved leading men into 
battle. He was worried sick that World War Il would end 
before he killed enough Germans to become a national hero. 
When the Germans quit, he wanted to kill Russians. He was 
angered by any assignment that didn't pit him against the 
enemy, nose to nose, blood gushing. He thought he really was 
John Wayne. 


That’s exactly the way George Scott portrayed Patton in 
the movie. To me, it was an anti-war film. When Patton 
slapped a frightened soldier, or bragged about how many men 
he had killed, 1 cringed. I wondered how many more like him 
are left in the Pentagon. But alt around me, people were 
laughing, 

To much of the audience, Patton was a lovable hero. Oh, a 
little eccentric, of course. But gee, what a man! Look at him 
terrorize people. Listen to him curse! He’s not scared of 
anyone, by golly. 


There was a scene where Patton comforted wounded 
American boys by telling he’d just seen some German boys in 
worse shape — there heads were blown olf. it made my 
eyeballs sting. But the man next to me slapped his knee and 
snorted in delight and admiration.
